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REMARKS 

New claims 

New claims 21 and 22 depend on claim 10 (currently amended). Claim 23 
rewrites claim 19 (now canceled) in independent form; claim 19 was not the subject 
of any rejections in the Office action. Claims 24 and 25 depend on claim 23, and 
recite limitations identical to those of original claims 11 and 12. 

The enablement rejection 

The examiner rejected claims 3 and 10-15 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
paragraph, arguing that the specification does not enable a method of preventing 
death or degeneration of neurons. The applicants disagree that the rejection is 
proper. Nonetheless, to advance prosecution, the applicants have canceled claim 3 
and amended claim 10 such that it no longer recites the limitation "prevent," thus 
mooting the rejection. The applicants respectfully request that the examiner withdraw 
it. 

The obviousness rejection 

The examiner rejected claims 1-3, 5-8, 16-18, and 20 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a), arguing that the claims are obvious in view of the Arnsten, O'Rourke, and 
Allergan references. The applicants have canceled the rejected claims, thus mooting 
the rejection.
